British Prime Minister Sir An- 
thony Eden has accepted an in- 
vitation from President Eisen- 
hower to visit him in Washing- 
ton in late January and early 
February, the White House an- 
nounced today. 

Eden will be accompanied by 
his foreign minister, Harold 
Macmillan. The two men will 
arrive in. Washington Jan. 30 
and will stay “a few days,” the 
announcement said. 

White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said the 
Prime Minister and Mr. Eisen- 
hower wculd discuss ‘“‘mutual 
affairs.”” Hagerty declined to 
divulge the topics of their talks 

May Plan Strategy. 

However, it was assumed the 
two men would plan new Amer- 
ican and British cold war strat- 
egy in the light of Russia’s re- 
cent return to a belligerent at- 
titude toward the West. 

Macmillan, with Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles and 


, the French Foreign Minister re- 


cently concluded a fruitless ses- 
sion with the, Russians at Ge- 
neva. 

It will be Eden's first visit 
to the United States since he 
succeedéd Sir Winston Church- 
ill as Prime Minister. As 
Churchill’s- foreign minister, 
Eden made several trips to this 
country. 

Announcement of the visit 
made it obvious Mr. Eisenhower 
will be back in Washington by 
Jan. 30. He plans to spend 
Christmas at the White House. 
but the date of his return to 
Washington for good has not 
yet been disclosed 

The following statement on 
Eden's visit was issued simul- 
taneously here and in London 

“The President of the United 
States has invited the British 
Prime Minister to spend a few 
days as his guest in Washington 
at the end of January. This in- 
vitation has been cordially ac- 
cepted. The British Foreign 
Secretary will accompany the 
Prime Minister and they will 
arrive in Washington Jan. 30.” 

Invitation Made Week Ago. 

Hagerty said Mr. Eisenhower 
extended the invitation about a 
week ago, and the acceptance 
was received late last week. Ar- 
rangements in London = were 
handled by United States Am- 
bassador Winthrop W. Aldrich. 

Dispatches from London two 
weeks ago had reported that 
Eden would welcome an invita- 
tiorry to visit this country, but 
Hagerty said the invitation was 
initiated by the President. 

The press secretary told re- 
porters Eden and Mr. Eisenhow- 
er “have been in frequent touch 
with each other” in recent 
months, but Hagerty’s only com- 
rent on purpose of the meet- 
ing was: “Both the President 
and Sir Anthony Eden want an 
opportunity to sit down and 
discuss mutual problems.” 

Meeting With Rockefeller.

The story of the important 
part played by two St. Louis 
detectives in the breakup of a 
big stolen auto ring is told in 
the November issue of the Po-

The first break came when 
Missouri highway patroimen ar- 
rested a driver for routine ques- 
tioning last March and found a 
discrepancy on the title of his 
machine. Spavor and Nolan 
followed up, and found that the 
Car had come into the posses- 
sion of Hendersen Richardson 
of St. Louis, who was con- 
victed as one of the ring leaders. 
When Richardson was being 
booked at headquarters he 
asked permission to leave the 
booking desk for a moment. but 
this was refused.

MAYMYO, Burma, Dec. 5 
(AP)—Soviet Premier Bulganin 


today reviewed Burmese troops 
in this old headquarters town 
which five days ago was pene- 
trated by an insurgent band of 
Communist kidnapers. 

Soviet party boss Nikita 
Khrushchev told a brigade of 
Burmese troops and their of- | 
fivers that “to keep an army is 
very expensive” but such ex- | 
penses were necessary because 
a “few countries which still do 
not agree to disarmament.” 

A few miles away companions 
of. the soldiers he addressed 
were engaged in fighting) 
through dense jungle against 
Communist insurgents. 

Costly to Burma. 


“We are spending our money | 
on an army, but it’s all going to | 
fight insurgents, including Bur- 
mese Communists who are at- 
tempting to destroy our demo- | 
cratic governménpt,” said one 
Burmese official. | 

Nearly half of Burma’s budget | 
goes to defense. 

On Dec. 1 a party of Com- 
munist insurgents came into 
Maymyo and kidnaped two 
World Health Organization doc- 
tors, one of them an Italian, 
from an office about 300 yards 
from where Bulganin and 
Khrushchev are staying. Con- 
sequently the army set up spe- 
cit! security precautions today. 

Over the weekend Khrusbh- | 
chev made blistering attacks on | 
Burma’s prewar British rulers 
in a series of speeches at Man- 
dalay and Taunggyi. He said 
Russia “territorially belongs 
more to Asia” than to Europe, 
and that British colonizers had 
been “sitting on the necks” of 
the Burmese. 

His all-out campaign on the 
colonial theme continued de- 
spite Moscow denials of an anti- 
British statement attributed to 
him last week at Rangoon. 

Khrushchev renewed his at- 
tack on the former rulers of 
Burma in a speech on the banks 
of the Irrawaddy river after a 
two-hour cruise.

T WO of President Eisenhower's principal aids—Budget Direc- 


man Lewis Strauss—may be in serious trouble as the result 
of the AEC’s ruling that Boston banker Adolphe Wenzell was 


guilty of “conflict of interest’ 


" when he served as a Budget 


Bureau consultant in the Dixon-Yates deal. 


Conflict of interest is a crim- 
inal offense, 
federal law. But the Wenzell 
case involves also a flat, clear 


conflict of sworn testimony, as 
between Strauss and Wenzell— 
and perjury is also an indictable 
offense. It further involves an 
attempt to hide essential facts, 
not only from the public, but 
from President Eisenhower 
himself, which while not indict- 
able, is still a most serious 
offense in politics. 

The facts are as follows: 
timony before the Kefauver sub- 
committee of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee established that Wenzell 
wore two hats as a Budget Bu- 
reau consultant. In one hat, he 
played a prominent part in ne- 
gotiating the AEC’s Dixon-Yates 
contract. In the other, he served 


as an official of the First Boston | 


Corp., which acted as financial 


agent in the Dixon-Yates deal. | 


Legal Issue. 
When the AEC cut its losses 
on the Dixon-Yates contract, the 
Government became liable to 


pay a cancellation fee, estimated | 


at about $3,000,000, to the 
Dixon-Yates interests. But if 
Wenzell’s wearing of two hats 
constituted conflict of interest, 
the contract was illegal and the 
cancellation fee could not be 
paid. 

The matter was thus referred 
to the AEC’s legal department 
Hertzel Plaine, a junior AEC 
lawyer, studied the case and 
wrote a straightforward opin- 
jon—that conflict cf interest 
was clearly involved and the 
contract was therefore 
The Plaine opinion apparently 


threw the AEC into something 
of a turmoil, and with good 
reason. 


Only last July, Plaine’s chief, 
AEC general cdunsel William 
Mitchell testified that the Dix- 
on-Yates contract was “legal 
and binding.” The Plaine opin- 
ion was so inconvenient, indeed. 
that Strauss, according to the 
Kefauver subcommittee’s infor- 
mation, actually sent for young 
Plaine’s security file, presum- 
ably on the grounds that writ- 
ing such an opinion was poten- 
tially subversive 

Hurried Reversal. 

At any rate, Senator Kefau- 
ver and Senator Clinton Ander- 
son got wind of Plaine’s opin- 
ion, and this in turn became 
known to Strauss. Thereafter. 
Mitchell hurriedly reversed his 
own former opinion and ruled 
that Wenzell was guilty of con- 
flict of interest. 

The implications of this rul- 
ing are far-reaching. Both the

Reader Dan Saults’s guess on Gen. 
Jaseph Shelby’s motives in crossing 
the Rio Grande to avoid surrender 
to Union Army forces fails to con- 
sider several important details about 
the man and his times. 

In our modern pragmatic society 
we find it difficult to understand a 
man who could throw himself so 
completely into a struggle and be- 
come so much a part of a cause that 
that cause and its struggle become 
his only reason for existence. 

The Confederate cavalry service 
attracted several such men. Morgan, 
Forrest and Stuart, as well as Shelby, 
possessed that determined (‘or stub- 
born) loyalty to the Cdnfederate 
cause which drove them on even 
after their reason for fighting had 
been forgotten in the mad confusion. 

John Hunt Morgan is an especially 
good comparison with Shelby in 
imagination and fighting bravado. 
Both were products of Kentucky, 
both lost their fortunes in the war 
and both executed cavalry maneuvers 
which had they been properly sup- 
ported by the commanding generals 
would have radically changed the 
course of the war in the West. 

Was Shelby’s dramatic exit merely 
a quixotic gesture? Was he inter- 
ested in personal gain? Or had he 
become so guch a part of the fight 
for Southern independence that his 
life on this side of the Rio Grande 
seemed to die with it? 

Certainly his business life had not 
been quixotic, neither could a man 
who had lost his factory, lands, and 
slaves for his belief in Missouri's 
right to secede be accused of “lack- 
ing high moral principle.” 

One thing more, if any one should 
be able to detect ulterior motive in a 
leader it is the men who lived and 
fought with him. Although I have 
read reams of glowing eulogies by 
Shelby’s men, I have yet to find one 
word of criticism of the man or his 
character. 

Let us not judge Shelby by our 
times with our standards, but rather 
consider him against the background 
of a nation of romantics dying in the 
last war of chivalry.

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The Missouri Legislature has had toll road 
bills before it in the past and undoubtedly will 
face the question again. And if Missouri does 
eventually decide that it ought to consider such 
turnpikes, there is one way to make the ap- 
proach safer from interference by lobbyists and 
grasping private interests and self-seeking poli- 
ticians. That is to place the whole authority 
for toll roads in the hands of the State Highway 
Commission. 

Kentucky followed that simple procedure. As 
a result, the Kentucky highway department 
quickly located one spot where a toll road would 
be useful and a free road impossible because of 
lack of tax funds. Kentucky is building that toll 
road without politics or the breath of scandal. 
The state highway department did not lose its 
own engineers to a turnpike authority, as has 
happened in other states. Private profits on 
the revenue bonds were held to a reasonable 
limit. 

Here in Missouri, the Highway Commission is 
a bi-partisan agency protected from political in- 
terference by the State Constitution. It is the one 
agency which knows what Missouri needs in the 
way of roads—toll roads or free roads. It has 
not gone off half-cocked on bond deals or oper- 
ated behind closed doors as the Illinois Toll 
Road Authority has done. 

Perhaps Missouri does not need and is not 
ready for toll turnpikes. They can be justified 
only by extreme traffic needs. They cost more 
money to build and far more money to ride on 
than free highways. But if this state is going 
to explore the possibility of toll roads, the 
proper agency to lead the exploration is the 
State Highway Commission. 
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Piggy Bank Statement 

The prevailing shortage of pennies is attribut- 
ed in one quarter to loaded piggy banks. This 
is a hopeful sign. When so many crime waves 
are being heard of here and there, it is distinctly 
pleasant fo hear of a wave of legality now and 
again. The hijacking of piggy banks is one of 
the major manifestations of adult delinquency 
with which ‘juveniles have in the past had to 
cope. If the penny shortage is, as speculated, 
due to the fullness of piggy banks this late in 
the year, it goes to show that more and more 
parents are going straight. We applaud this por- 
tent, and express the hope that throughout the 
coming year a penny saved will continue to be 
a penny saved. 


In closing its 63-year-Old Tuxedo Park station 
in Webster Groves, the Missouri Pacific has 
inadvertently spotlighted its turn-of-the-century 
commuter operation. 

The railroad’s lone commuter train, jocosely 
known as the “Kirkwood Eagle,” is geared to 
the era when the idea of the automobile had 
not even entered Henry Ford's mind. There 
had to be plenty of suburban stations because 
the only way to get from home to station was 
to walk. 

Some 10 tiny stations clutter the 13 miles of 
track between Union Station and Kirkwood. 
There are another five or so between Kirkwood 
and Valley Park. The “Eagle's” heavy diesel 
engine is so busy stopping and starting every 
few minutes that the trip from Kirkwood alone 
takes 42 minutes—if the train is on time. 

But this is the twentieth century and the 
automobile does exist. The recognition of reality 
by the railroad would suggest a change-over in 
the commuter operation to a park-ride scheme 
like that pioneered by Public Service Co. busses. 
That would mean setting up one or two parking 
lots in the county and eliminating all or most 
of the intermediate stops. 

If this could cut the running time from Kirk- 
wood to, say, 20 minutes, commuters might sing 
the Mo-Pac’'s praise and fight to use the service. 
If the train came in to a more accessible location 
—say the tunnel under Eighth and Olive—so 


much the better. If the schedule were more 
convenient, if the cars were more comfort-

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Tribulation of the Dealers 

The thrilling drama of General Motors vs. its 
ex-dealers, as played before Senator O’Mahoney's 
antitrust subcommittee, leaves us with an im- 
pression of irreconcilable forces in conflict. 

Some of the old-line dealers who have been 
deprived of franchises wring our hearts. They 
are old-fashioned gentlemen who still seem to 
think that people ought to pay for new cars 
with money. They feel uncomfortable over 48- 
month mortgages, high-pressure selling and in- 
flated trade-in values, They have a vague pre- 
sentiment—shared undoubtedly by many auto 
buyers——that the pressure for constantly expafid- 
ing sales robs. their business of dignity and fills 
its ranks with sharpers. They yearn for the good 
old days. 

But while these tales arouse sympathy, and 
while General Motors by its very bigness inevit- 
ably incurs suspicion, it seems fairly certain that 
the good old days aren't coming back. Nor are

Like it or not, the high volume of the auto- 
mobile industry is a mainstay of our high-level 
national economy. When the manufacturers hold 
the dealers’ feet to the fire, they are of course 
serving their own interest, but they are also 
helping to maintain high national income and 
full employment. 

In a sense the manufacturers may even be 
acting as unofficial anti-trust law policemen, for 
it is their pressure for more and more sales 
that forces the dealers to compete with each 
other so furiously. The competition does have un- 
desirable features, as all competition does, but 
on balance it serves the public interest. 

‘The fundamental soundness of a boom based 
in part upon high-pressure auto sales may, of 
course, be questioned. But so can the soundness 
of a boom based on anything else. For the pres-

‘Without Delay’ 

It is almost exactly two years since President 
Eisenhower, appearing before the U.N. General 
Assembly, proposed the establishment of an 
international agency to promote the peaceful 
uses of atomic energy. 

The two-year interval should be kept in mind 
when one considers the General Assembly's 
newest action in unanimously approving the 
“atoms-for-peace” Megotiations and calling for 
creation of the international atomic body “with- 
out delay.” The Assembly also approved the 
plan and also called for action “without delay” 
in November 1954. 

Are the “atoms-for-peace” negotiations moving 
as fast as they reasonably could? In the be- 
ginning, delay could be charged to the Soviet 
Union's refusal to come into the negotiations, but 
after nearly a year’s Roldout the Russians joined 
up. Now any procrastination is likely to be 
chargeable to the United States, as the leading 
sponsor of the plan. It is in our interest, there- 
fore, that obstacles to its realization be speedily 
removed. 

The President's original proposal, as subse- 
quent events have made clear, was made as a 
substitute for atomic disarmament. Having 
decided to base its own military planning on 
atomic weapons, the Administration had con- 
cluded that atomic disarmament was unlikely to 
be achieved in the near future. It put forward 
the atoms-for-peace plan as a means of assuring 
the world that America was, nevertheless, deeply 
interested in developing atomic energy for non- 
military uses also—and developing it on the 
international level ‘as well as gvithin national 
compartments, 

This background makes it all the more im- 
portant that the atoms-for-peace agency now be 
set up with dispatch, lest our own Government 
be accused of having proposed it for propaganda 
reasons with little real interest in prompt action. 
Since disarmament still seems as remote as ever, 
it is important that the United States prove by 
action, and not merely by words, its determina- 
tion to advance peaceful atomic uses and the 
international development of them.

The Civil Service Commission, now under 
control of the Republican Administration, says 
that 3586 Federal Government employes were 
“terminated because of security questions falling 
within the purview” of President Eisenhower's 
order of May, 1953, setting up the present se- 
curity program.

Were these 3586 employes security risks or 
were they net? If they were not why claim them 
as such? If they were security risks why not be 
so definite about it that the Senate subcommit- 
tee could not possibly reduce the total to 342” 

Here surely is one of the first things the new 
commission to review the security program 
should take up. The country has had three years 
and more of the “numbers ga:ne.” The new com- 
mission cannot too soon end this nonsense once 
and for all. 
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Only Seven More Years

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The $24,000,000,000 Question 


The $24,000,000,000 farm demand for electric 
appliances and equipment which REA estimates 
will take place in the coming two decades repre- 
sents a magnificent opportunity for private en- 
terprise. That opportunity may be realized, it 
is important to bear in mind, only if the way is 
opened up by public enterprise, specifically the 
enterprise of public power. 

Is it worthwhile seeing that this opportunity 
comes about? More than one industry should be 
interested in responding with a resounding Yes 
The Department of Agriculture, under whos 
supervision REA comes, reported to the Na 
tional Power Use Workshop at its annual meet- 
ing in St. Louis that house wiring, lights, refrig- 
erators, television sets, washing machines, plumb- 
ing and related facilities, home freezers and elec- 
tric ranges will make up this gigantic market 
In Missouri alone the market is estimated at 
$146,000,000 for the first of these two decades. 

In order for the market for appliances and 
equipment to grow to the foreseeable proportions, 
the supply of low-cost rural eléctric power must 
grow right along with it. This means that new 
sources of public generation must be built, that 
new supplies of privately-generated electricity 
must be negotiated under conditions conducive 
to moderate prices, that existing distribution 
lines must be heavied-up to carry increased vol- 
umes of electricity, and that new distribution 
lines must be built. In most if not all of these 
respects the Administration at Washington is 
lagging. 

If the foot-dragging continues, the potentially 
large market for appliances and equipment will 
be stunted. A mistaken notion that private en- 
terprise will be benefited by this withdrawal 
from public enterprise will end up by damaging 
private enterprise as well as public. For the esti- 
mate of demand for appliances and equipment 
is premised on the estimate that the power re- 
quirements of REA-financed systems will almost 
double by 1960 and will triple by 1975 

Is the supply of low-cost power to meet those 
requirements to be forthcoming? 

As yet that question remains unanswered 
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A Bill to Be Passed 

Alderman William A. Stolar’s bill to prohibit 
any St. Louis public official from employing a 
wire-recording device without the consent of the 
person being interviewed deserves speedy con- 
sideration and approval. The Post-Dispatch has 
disclosed that Circuit Attorney Dowd follows this 
practice. Mr. Stolar says use of the hidden micro- 
phone and secret recorder to take down the 
statement of a citizen without his knowledge is 
unfair and unconstitutional. Doubtless it is both. 
The wonder is that the occasion for such an or- 
dinance would arise in free America.

When a letter came from the State 
Department, Feb. 14, 1952, saying that 
Professor Linus Carl Pauling covld not 
have a passport, he could not believe 
it. But there it was, neat and official, 
signed “Sincerely yours, R. B. Shipley, 
Chief, Passport Division.” 

Professor Pauling required a passport 
to attend a symposium in his honor in 
London, arranged by ‘the Royal Society 
to hear him describe his latest discov- 
ies regarding the complex molecular 
combinations that . 
make up the human 
body. Discoveries 
by Pauling and his 
associates were 
considered so im- 
portant that the 
Royal Society called 
its special meeting. 
Now the State De- 
partment forbade 
him to go. 

There was some 
reason for his sur- 
prise. A native-born 
Oregonian, of na- 
tive-born parents, Prof. Paulina 
33 vears a teacher 
at the California Institute of Technolo- 
gy, Pauling had received Navy and 
Army certificates for war wark and the 
Fresidential Medal for Merit, the high- 
est award given to civilians. Every field 
was highly classified. 


How to Rebut No Charges? 


The London meeting was set for April 
24. Pauling wrote Mrs. Ruth Shipley 
again, only to be told that the Govern- 
ment could not be responsible for “the 
engagements which you have made 
abroad.”” The phrase indicates that 
Mrs. Shipley hed not, and perhaps could 
not, grasp the fact that instead of “mak- 
ing engagements” he had had a great 
foreign one thrust upon him. 

Professor Pauling remembers with- 
out animus that he signed an affidavit 
saying that he was not a Communist. 
He cannot recall a time when he came 
to Washington in recent years without 
being asked to sign such a document. 
At a conference with Mrs. Shipley’s su- 
perior, Director Boykin of the Office of 
Security and Consular Affairs ‘the post 
now held by Scott McLeod), the latter 
asked why he hadn't submitted evidence 
rebutting the charges against him? 

“But no charges have been made,” re- 
plied Pauling innocently. “How can I! 
rebut them?” 

The Paulings caught the plane back 
to Pasadena. He cabled London simply 
that he had not been issued a passport. 
He made no other comment 

A sample of the feeling in scientific 
circles was a letter signed by al! the full 
professors of the Institute of Nuclear 
Physics at the University of Chicago 
except one who was not a citizen. 

They spoke deprecatingly of Pauling’s 
political views. But most scientists of 
America, they wrote, “felt they knew 
Linus Pauling” and those who knew 
him intimately had unquestioned faith 
in his “integrity and sincerity ‘and).. 
his essential loyalty to the United 
States.” To withdraw his passport, they 
said, without a trial, without a hearing 
and without recourse to an appeal was 
shocking. 


Passport Renewed Four Times 


This was Chapter One of the Pauling 
story. Oregon Senator Wayne Morse 
made a couple of speeches in the Sen- 
ate condemning the action, and Pauling 
received more foreign invitations than 
ever. So in July, 1952, Pauling again 
applied for a passport. The passport 
was issued. 

This experience was now repeated 
four times. Pauling applied for pass- 
port validation and got it. The passport 
generally came at the last moment— 


often on the very day when the plane 
was to leave. The passport validation 
was never for the usual two years’ un- 
restricted travel, but for limited periods. 

On Sept. 11, 1953, Pauling again 
wrote the State Department. He had 
accepted a more ambitious series of in- 
vitations, in Israel before the Weitzman 
Institute, in Athens, in India (at the in- 
vitation of the government). 

Time was once more urgent. He flew 
to New York where he was informed 
orally that validation was refused. He 
went to Washington and hired a lawyer. 

What sources of information the 
Passport Division tapped can only be 
surmised. Some hint was given in later 
testimony of Scott McLeod, who ad- 
mitted that anonymous attacks are now 
received by his department and kept if 
they seem “to have some substance, or 
the information is well-phrased.” 


A List of 24 Allegations 


Just how big this file of putative 
passport applicant “risks” is under the 
Shipley-McLeod regime nobody knows. 
Since there are 160,000,000 or more 
Americans who may someday want to 
travel abroad, its possibilities are large. 

On Jan. 5, 1954, Pauling acknow!l- 
edged defeat. The State Department 
had blocked him by a process of cat-and- 
mouse delay without ever specifically 
formulating its charges or citing its in- 
formants. 

But the government of India was per- 
sistent, so on June 7, 1954, Pauling sent 
back his passport once more with anoth- 
er request for validation. Mrs. Shipley 
took six weeks to reply. Then on July 
19, in denying the application, she gave 
what he had waited a year and a half 
to get, a specific list of 24 written alle- 
gations against him. 

_ Number One, sensational under the 
circumstances, was that this famous pro- 


fessor, recipient of the Presidential 
Medal for Merit and internationally 
recognized, was “a concealed member 


of the Communist party.” This Pauling 
flatly denied. 

There was one final chapter. A month 
and two days after Mrs. Shipley’s con- 
cluding broadside Pauling received an- 
other letter announcing that he was 
winner of the 1954 Nobel Prize for 
chemistry. 

As the man who had made the great- 
est contribution to the world’s know!.- 
edge in his chosen subject, he was told 
to come to Sweden on Dec. 10 to re- 
ceive the diploma, the gold medal, and 
the prize of $35,066 from the royal hand 
of Gustaf V of Sweden. 


Postscript to the Pauling Storv 


It was the State Department's great 
moment. Only 32 days before it had 
branded Pauling a “concealed Commu- 
nist.” But the letter this time came not 
from Mrs. Shipley but from Charles 
Saltzman, Under Secretary of State 
(after the customary two weeks’ delay) 
granting the full request and forwarding 
a passport for a normal two years with- 
out restriction of place. 

The story has one postscript. The 
Nobel Prize Laureates picked Pauling 
to respond for them to the speech of 
welcome given by the students of Swe- 
dish universities. He said: 

“You will find some great problems to 
solve. The greatest of all these is the . 
problem of peace and war. I believe 
that this problem has been solved by 
the hydrogen bomb—that there will 
never be a world war. The knowledge 
that a world war would mean world- 
wide destruction, perhaps the end of 
civilization, will surely now lead to per- 
manent peace.” 

Those were Pauling’s words to the 
students and the essence of what he has 
preached for 10 years—eloquence from 
the lips of the winner of a Nobel Prize 
but darkly suspect in the files of the 
Passport Division. 


Between Book Ends 


Bare Bones of the Englishman 


EXPLORING ENGLISH CHARACTER. by Geoffrey 
Gorer (Criterion Books, 328 pes. $5.) 
Sociologist Geoffrey Gorer 

presents bare bones of English char- 

acter, but surely not its body. Rather 
than analyze the English character as 
it has revealed itself in centuries of vic- 

tory and defeat, he has spent x 

months scrutinizing the opinions of 

10,000 contemporary Englishmen, who. 

in American terms, are like readers of 

flashy tabloid newspapers. 

The “Great Man” theory of history, 
or of national character, is not what it 
was in the days of Carlyle. But surely 
the pendulum has swung too far if we 
are to believe the study of man is no 
more than the study of its vulgar frac- 
tion. 

In England, an aristocratic. country, 
national character in its public expres- 
sion is largely formed by the conserv- 
ative powers of church, school and tra- 
dition. The character of the plebian, 
immortalized in Shakespeare and in 
Shaw, shows flashes 
of insight and of 
deep, unrational- 
ized respect for 
one’s fellows. 


Rather than ex- 
plore these regions, 
Mr. Gorer has chos- 


en to tabulate in a 
fetching pattern a 
series of replies to 
a grabbag of ques- 
tions dealing with 
everything from 
God to ghosts. He 
is honest enough 
to admit in his 
preface that his sample is not truly 
representative of England’s social 
structure, The replies, sometimes char- 
acterless, sometimes shrewd, occasion- 
ally patheiic,, bear him out. 

Isolated character sketches appear in 
excerpts of replies. My favorite. that of 
a person straight from Dostoyevsky, told 
how a parent punished a disobedient 
child by making the child whip her 
father, in order to emphasize the point 
that her wrongdoing really hurt her 
parents 

Perhaps Mr. Gorer, who has a sharp 
eye for the significant, has realized 
that this book, for all its statistics about 
beliefs of some English people, has 
failed to delineate sharply the per- 
sonality of Englishmen that has made 
them a force for 900 years of history. 
He may be encouraged to try another 
book, in a different style, under the 
Same title 

After examining the lives of many 
vocal Englishmen, Gorer concludes they 
are good but dull. This indicates a 
streak of humanity in the author his 
methodology too often suppressed.

John G. Cella’s $25,600 
Bid Highest of 3 for 
Oaklawn Jockey 
Club.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Dec. 5 
—Oaklawn Jockey Club, headed 
by John G. Cella of St. Louis, 
regained the long-disputed Hot 
Springs horse racing franchise 
today. Its bid of $25,600 was 
the highest of three opened by 
the Arkansas Racing Commis- 
sion. 

Eastern Racing Association of 
Boston, Oakland’s more active 
competitor for the franchise, 
bid $10,001. Milton Tigerman 
of Kansas City offered $11,500. 
The franchise is for 10 years. 

The Arkansas Supreme Court 
held Oct. 17 that the racing per- 
mit previously held by Oaklawn 
“Jockey Club, which has cond- 
ducted racing meetings at Hot 
Springs ‘since the mid-1930s, 
was invalid. The old, permit, 
for a 10-year period, had been 
granted in 1954 under the ad- 
ministration of former Gov. | 
Francis Cherry. 

It was the court's ruling that | 
the 1954 permit was illegal be- 
cause it was granted before the 
expiration date of a previous 
permit. This, the court held, 
was in violtion of a state law 
prohibiting issuance of more 
than one franchise in any one 
county. 

In its bid, Oaklawn noted that | 
it already had track and facil- 
ities at Hot Springs. Eastern, 
headed by John C. Pappas of 
Boston, said it had 130 acres | 
of land and was ready to build | 
a $3,000,000 racing plant. Tiger- | 
man also offered to construct a 
new track. 

When bids were opened and | 
read, Commissioner Ed Stewart | 
of Texarkana, one of five new 
members appointed by Gov. Or- 
val Faubus in a recent reor- 
ganization, moved that the high 
offer be accepted. There was 
no discussion.

Agrees to Review Tax Eva- 
sion Conviction of 
Teamster Official.

“ WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—The 
‘United States Supreme Court 
agreed today to review the in- 
come tax evasion convictions of 
Louis Berra, AFL ‘Teamsters 
Union officer, who was found 
guilty Oct. 1, 1954, by a jury 
in United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen’s court. 

Berra was sentenced to four 
years in prison by Judge Hulen 
for evasion of $1425 in income 
taxes. The sentence was im- 
posed on each of three counts, 
all to be served concurrently.

“No athletic team of, or affil- 
fated with, units of the uni- 
versity system shall be permit- 
ted to engage in contests in 
Georgia with other teams where 
the races are mixed on such 
teams or where segregation is 
not required among spectators 
at such events, nor shall any 
facility of the university system 
of Georgia be used where tne 
foregoing provisions aré not ob- 
served.” 

The regents said teams from 
Georgia colleges, playing out of 
state games “shall respect the 
laws. customs and traditions of 
the host state” but that no con- 
tract should be entered into 
“where the circumstances under 
which it is to be fulfilled are 
repugnant to the laws, customs 
and traditions of the host state.’

OR many years I have been 
F ssiins tients about their 
habits. We doctors believe 


forget to ask about is exercise. 

Perhaps there are two reasons 
for this. First, as an individual 
I am personally allergic to over- 
exertion. Second, as a doctor I 


know that ove is detri- 
mental to the health of many 
persons. 

I recall a trim-looking mid- 
dlie-aged man who was playing 
a hard set of singles on a hot, 
humid afternoon, His opponent 
was his 19-year-old son, a mem- 
ber of his college tennis team, 
I knew the father well as pa- 
tient and friend. Understanding 
his competitive instinct, I had 
warned him against overdoing. 

“I know you were a fine 
ae in school,” I said, “but 
thi¢ is 30 years later. Don't try 
to prove yourself unusual for 
your-age. There are few ex- 
ceptions. The middie-a ath- 
lete can't take it like he used 
to, even when he is apparently 
healthy. Besides, healthy mi<- 
dle-aged arteries aren't young 
arteries!" 

* * * 

MY FRIEND reacted as he 
always did. “The trouble with 
you,” he said, “is that you 
object to all kinds of exercise. 
You hate to see any of us have 
fun. Why don’t you come out 
this afternoon and see me lick 
the tar out of my son in ten- 
nis?” Laternthat day we picked 
him off the court in a coronary 
attack. 

He had time to philosophize 
as he lay in the hospital bed 
for weeks. “If you can help 
other middle-aged athletes by 
citing my case, do it,” he said. 
“There's no fool, like an old 
fool.” 

Most persons accept the 
aging process; they are willing 
to apply the brakes to their 
machine. They know they can't 
“take it” like they used to, 
Therefore, they try to live 
within the limits of their les- 
sened horsepower. 

The exceptions are those, like 
my friend, who feel they have 
to keeping proving themselves 
to themselves. Of course, that 
is not the only reason why some 
persons are more active than 
others. There are people who 
ean sit for hours in contented 
relaxation. Others, however, 
must keep active. They fidget, 
fume and fuss if “there is noth- 
fing to do.”

From September to April the 
oyster season is at its best. 
These small shellfish have a 
better flavor and firmer texture 
when they are taken from cold 
waters. They are easily affect- 
ed by temperature changes and 
years ago, before the days of 
refrigeration, it was difficult to 
keep them in good. condition 
during warm weather. 


Even in September, while 
waters are still rather warm, 
the quality of oysters is not as 
good as it is later in the fall. 
the season officially 
opens Sept. 1, few are seen in 
market until later.

much is because we are usually 
without it during the summer 
months. We look forward to 
putting oyster stew, fried oy- 
sters and other dishes on the 
menu as cold weather arrives. 

When I was a child and came 
from western Pennsylvania to 
Philadelphia and Wilmington, 
Del., to visit our relatives, they 
treated us to plenty of oysters. 
Uncle Charles actually served 
them fer bréakfast when we ar- 
rived after a night on the train. 

Recently I visited Wilmington 
again and particularly enjoyed 


the fine, fried oysters always a 


specialty of this city. They tast- 
ed just as good as they did 
when I was introduced to them 
so long ago. 
Fried Oysters, 
Ingredients: Thirty-six (114 
pints) oysters; fine, dry crumbs; 
salt; pepper; one egg, slightly 
beaten; two tablespoons water. 
Drain oysters and dry be- 
tween sheets of paper toweling. 
Dip in seasoned crumbs, in egg 
diluted with water, and in 
crumbs again. Fry in deep, hot 
fat (375 degrees Fahrenheit) un- 
til brown. Drain on soft paper. 
Serve with tartare sauce, Yield: 
Six servings. 
Oyster Stew. 


Ingredients; One third cup 
butter; one pint oysters; one 
quart milk; one half teaspoon 
salt, dash of pepper; one tea- 
spoon paprika. 

Melt butter, add drained oy- 
sters, and cook about two min- 
utes, until edges of oysters curl. 
Add oyster liquor, remaining 
ingredients and bring’almost to 
hoiling point. Serve at once.

Binding Doors. 
OME doors are like a lot of 
§ reorie we know — always 


having troubles. Doors can 
stick and they can squeak. 
Sometimes they won't stay 
latched and sometimes they 
bind. 

The most usual symptom of 
a binding door is that it’s hard 
to gét closed all the way. It 
starts off moving nice and eas 
but then, just before it’s closed, 
you have to give it a hard push. 
Sometimes even a hard push 
isn’t enough. 

The cause of a binding door 
are the hinges. The hinge leafs 
are set into the edge of the 
door and into the door jamb. 
If they are set too deep, the 
edge of the door rubs up against 
the jamb and the door starts 
to bind. Each time this occurs 
it throws an undue strain on 
the hinges and eventually the 
hinge screws will pull loose. 
This cures the binding but also 
causes the..door to stick. 

About the easiest way to fix 
a binding door is to remove 
the hinge leaf from the jamb 
and insert a piece of cardboard 
under it. Do this on both the 
upper and lower hinge and then 


| A 
put back the screws. The 
chances are that the thickness 
of the cardboard will be suffi- 
cient to move the edge of the 
door far enough away from the 
jamb so that there will be no 
binding. If cardboard under the 
jamb hinge leaf isn't sufficient, 
put another piece under the 
door edge hinge leaf. 

You may find that as the 
door is moved away from the 
hinge jamb, the other edge may 
strike the latch jamb. What you 
do in this case is just sand or 

lane down the door edge until 
t closes easily.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 5. 
EVEN years ago Stuart 

§ Hamblen had hit the skids 
so hard he didn’t know which 
way to turn. He wasn’t exactly 
broke financially, but he was 
bankrupt emotionally. He had 
the shakes both mentally and 
physically. In a word, he was a 
lush, an alcoholic, a bar fly. 
Turn the pages to the pres- 
ent, and the contrast is amazing. 
Walk up the steps to Hamblen’s 
large Colonial home in an ex- 
clusive section of Los Angeles 
and ring the bell. A smiling 
maid lets you in. On each side 
of the door, in the hallway, is a 
Biblical quotation, but when 


an enlarged picture of a horse 
race. 

If you think this is an odd 
mixture, keep going. The fur- 
nishings are expensive but in 
good taste. The atmosphere is 
one of comfort bordering on 
luxury, and you half expect a 
bank president or oil tycoon to 
step down from the library 
room. But instead it’s Hamb- 
len, the one-time alcholic. He 
seems at first glance to be out 
of place. Looking like a bat- 
tered version of Victor McLag- 
len, he has on slacks, cowboy 
boots, a black shirt and a black 
racing cap, which sits on his 
head askew. But his greeting 
is jovial and warm, and pretty 
soon you realize that here is a 
man with an inner sense of sta- 
bility and peace. 

What changed Hamblen? He 
“got religion.” Add to that the 
faith and buoying qualities of 
his pretty wife, Suzy, and Hamb- 
len’s own folksy talent and bull- 
dog stick-to-it-tiveness. 

It was after Hamblen got 
religion that, for the first time 
in his life, he wrote a spiritual 
song. For many years he had 
been a radio name in Los 
Angeles with his own program, 
consisting of a variety of 
whimsey, songs, records, and 
guest performers. Many of the 
songs Hamblen began writing 
and singing himself, including 
a few suggestive ones. 

The program was called “The 
Lucky Stars,” and Hamblen 
made a great many friends, in- 
cluding Hollywood stars. 
made good money, and before 
long began racing horses—one 
of his horses won the $50,000 
San Antonio Handicap. 

“I got to be an alcoholic,” he 
told me. “You know how it is 
—if you win you celebrate and 
if you lose, well you need a 
pickup. I got so I couldn't leave 
the stuff alone.” 

Everything began to go to 
pieces—everything except his 
steadfast wife, Suzy. Hamblen 
had heard much about the evan- 
gelist, Billy Graham, and had 
even given him a few plugs on 
his program. But he had never 
seen or heard Graham. Is was 
Suzy who repeatedly kept sug- 
gesting that they have Graham 
out to dinner, Finally Hamblen 
agreed. 

“He made some fabulous 
claims about what Christ can 
do,” recounted Hamblen. “I 
didn’t think it would work with 
a guy like me. I've been a kind 
of odd ball all my life. But I 
said I'd go to one of Billy's 
meetings.”

E gestured earnestly, as if 
H still astonished. “It was a mi- 
raculous thing. I hit the saw- 
dust trail. After that one meet- 
ing I didn’t get the shakes for 
three whole days, and I didn't 
even drink or want a drink, 
Three days after my conversion 
| went into my favorite bar. I 
knew when I walked out of there 
hours later without taking a 
drink or even wanting a drink 
that I was saved. And I was 
the happiest man in the world.” 
He went back to his radio 
station a new man, and learned 
that he was to have a new spon- 
sor—a liquor company. Hamblen 
refused and was fired. He went 
home and at his wife's sugges- 
tion wrote his first religious 
song—“He Bought My Soul.” It 
was a hit, and there followed a 
veritable flood of popular Bib- 
lical songs, some of them almost 
in old-fashioned ragtime rhythm,

including “It’s No Secret,” “His

His songs are simple in words* 
and music but have a catchy 
folksiness—and a message—that 
have caught the fancy of the 
public and have become an im- 
portant part of the current taste 
for religious songs.

More to the point, he 
does not always cash in on good 
luck.

North was not enthusiastic 
about the no-trump contfact 
and was tempted to insist on 
spades, but since he had already 
shown his distribution almost to 
a T, he correctly deferred to’his 
partner’s judgment. 

West, disinclined to lead a 
diamond up to South's first bid, 
opened the four of hearts, and 
South captured East’s queen. 
The spade ten was then led, and 
declarer’s uncertainty alhout 
how to handle the spade suit 
was apparently resolved by 
West's covering with the queen. 
Declarer took the trick in dum- 
my and hopefully followed up 
with the two other spade hon- 
ors. When West failed, South 
was not quite so happy, but 
nine tricks seemed a long Way 
off without establishing the rest 
of the spade suit, so South went 
ahead and gave East his spade 
nine. 

East returned a heart, and 
West smothered declarer’s eight 
with the nine. A diamond then 
put East in again, and another 
heart return smothered the 
contract. 

This was one of those many 
cases in which the declarer did 
not appreciate his good luck. 
It was inexcusable to capture 
West's queen of spades. If that 
card was a singleton, the suit 
could never be brought in, but 
if it was from a doubleton, five 
spade tricks would soon be 
available without letting East, 

the danger-hand, get in, and 
South would not need much 
skill to add four other tricks to 
the five spades.

held as a preparation for the 
White House Conference showed 
little interest in coming to grips 
with the matter of Federal aid. 
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IN ALL the welter of statis- 
tics which have been published 
on our shortages, present and 
future, one simple figure dram- 
atizes the crisis for me more 
than all the others. It is this: 
Within 15 years the college en- 
rollment will have doubled. 

Will there be twice as many 
professors, twice as many build- 
ings, twice as much in the total 
budget? We had better start 
moving. 

It is possible, though unsat- 
isfactory, to improvise buildings, 
but there is no such thing as a 
ready-mix faculty. You don’t 
whip up a teacher on the spur 
of the moment; you grow a 
teacher. And the finer the grain, 
the longer it takes. We ought 
to be setting out whole planta- 
tions of seedlings right now. 

I think that the students now 
in college ought to take a good 
long look at the college popula- 
tion of 1970. At that time, our 
present students will be about 
35 years old, they will be enter- 
ing upon their prime years in 
industry and the professions, 
provided that they have--pre- 
pared themselves well.
